which is one, two Gods,a good, and an emi God, The 
Libertines being not able to diſtinguitn an Accident 
from a Subie@; the malignitic , or deprauation ofthe 
Action,fro the Action it (clte,afſlign'd the faulr,as wel as 
the fat,the obliquity of the worke, as well as the worke 
it ſelfc,to the only good, and righteous Creator both of 
things in heauen, & of things in earth. Theſe men would 
have God, and his doings lubie& to their judgement 
ſcate, and whatſocuer they cannot comprehend within 
the narrow reach of their owne wits, they can finde no 
rcalon,nor goodnes in ir. They will nor maketheir iudg- 
ments agree to God's doings, but they will have God ro 
make hisdoings agreeto their iudgments, Not ro ſtrike 
vpon theſe rocks of error,and herelie,but latcly tokeepe 
the maine, fir/? poſitron ts, that the trealon,and cruelty 
in ſelling 7oſeph proceeded from the brethren, and not 
from God; Theexcention thereof, (thatis) the ſelling it

molitiuſt in God;for though euill({ay/þ S* Auguſtine) is 
notgood, yertitisgood, char there ſhould be enill, in 
as much as God, who bringerhlighr our of darknes, is 
able ro ave good of eaill; andir i$1aft in himtopermit, 
where hee is not bound to hinder. If his knowledge bee 
nog in euery thing hee is not omniſcient; if his preſence 
were notincuery thing, heewerenot omnipreſent, 
ſoil his power workenot in cuery thing , he isnot ome 
nipotent. 
Farrebeit from my attempt preſumptuouſly tore« 
mouechole auacieat bounds &limits of God's perm(- 
(on Aereliction ,{ubſtraition of erace,cxhibiting occaſions of 
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falling to the iNdeferving : buthence to conclude that in 
the workes of the wicked, he hath no forwarder degree 

of diſpoſition then bare toleration, fo that his will 

ſhonld no way concurre with theſclling of 1sſeph Argul« 

eth rather aprepoſterous, ſuperſtitious teare, then anie 

orthodcxe truth . For what is this but to aſcribe weak- 

neſle tothe Almightic, it things may be done whether 

God will, or no? \Whatis this but to pull God out of 

his throne,to ſpoile him ot his power, and violently to 

wreſt out ot his hands the office of judging , and gover« 

ning the world? And therefore though the Schoole. 

mens propoſition be,God wills net ſine properly,in confi. 

deration of it felfe , asit is a mecrtepriuation of that 

which is good; yet they deny not but God wils finne 
improprie, accidentally , propter contunitum borum,for 
ſome goodconioyned with it . Deum velle mala fierr, & 
Deum welle mala non fieri , non opponuntur contradiftere, 

faith _Aqutnes gm virumy, fit effirmatiuum ,to tay that 
God doth will that euili ſhould be done, and that God 
doth wi'l that cuill ſhould not bedone. isno contradi.

foreircandiſcerne, and ſeaſon new veſſels with vnſca- 
ſonableliquor. Witnes that deteſtable, and traiterous 
inſtrufion incouraging ſuviets co refiſt their ſupreme 
Rulers when they are notoriouſly raxcd of injuſtice, and 
crucity. So that Kings according to them fhallbe no 
longerKings, then they ſerue their turns, Are not theſe 
Goſpellers, where they broach ſuch tenents, meere 
Popes? Arenort theylike 59 Antichriſt ghat ſits in the tem: 
ple of God, but aduanceth himelfe apainſt allthis w called 
Goa. Or doethey not worke like S«mp/on,who laid hold 
vpon the pillars whereon the houſedid ſtand, that oucr- 
throwing them , thehouſe,and'the men mighrfallin a

mine Annointed, and doe my Prophets no harme. Andthis 
 commaundement of obedience is without diſtinQion, 
Jeremie commaunids the 1/r«/17s,cuen thoſe which were 
captiues vnder heathen Kings wot ro refit but to pray for 7e: 1g. 
them, and for the peace of Babyloy, And it u acceptable to the 
Lora, ſatth S* Paul not that yee reſiſt, but that yee make (up- 1 Tim .,, 

lications, and prayers for Kings, and for allthat arc inau- 
thority,The Prophets, the Apoſtles,and Chriſthimſelte 
ſubictedthemſclues to the power of Magiſtracie, and 
therefore when the Diſciple did drawe his ſword in 


Chriſts defence, hee was commaunded to put it vp into 
| his 
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his ſheath, Patiertia enim Domins in Malcho wilnerat a 
eſt faith Tertullian. The examples are not to bee num» 
bred of Gods puniſhments vpon thoſe that have reft- 
ſted authority by God ordained,and eſtablithed, In the 
old Law it was death, if a man had re{/tea the higher 
power. Corah with all his was conſumd with fire; Da- 
than & Abiram were ſwallewed vp of the earth, becaule 
they ſediriouſly reſiſted 3oſes and Aaron. VWeeknowe 
what end 4b/o/on came vnto . when hee had expelld his 
father out of his kingdome. What ſeemed more good- 
ly tothe eye of the world,then thatnotable aQ of Bru- 
$44 and Caſirws,which deſtroicd Ceſar, reputed a Tyrant, 
& yctthat thoſe their doings were not allowed of Ged, 
the enddeclar'd, Wherefore it is not lawfull to reſiſt 
fupreame Rulers, though they ſwarue from thelinc of 
zuſtice; for it pleaſeth God ſometimes to puniſh his 
people by a Tyranous hand , and inſuch acaſcto reſiſt, 
whatellc isit but Tollere Martyrinm, totake away the 
occaſion,the glory,and crowne of Martyrdom But the 
vindicating flames haue purg 4 our ayre from theſe 
ſtrange fogges, ſo that now there's no danger of infe- 
ion. liany hereafter ſhould dare to vrrake theſe cin- 
ders,and againe diſperſe thoſe treaſonable poſitions, J 
could wiſh that Lords, and Rulers,and ſuch as bee in Au- 
thority would reward them as Elzah did Baals Prieſts,and 
let none eſcape that t found; or doe vnto them as Samuel. 
did, hewe theſe traiteraus Aoaes impeeces before the Lord. 
And lo becauſe Lord,and Ruler are nomina relatiua, Let 
vs conlider the Seigniory,orplace of Regiment,of all his 
hou[e,and throucheut all Exypt, Before the ſoft weapons 
of paternall perlwaſtons became oucr-weake to reſiſt e-

vill, Rule in generall was paternall, ſothatall dominion 
hath: ir's originall from the family,orhouſhold, Which 
kinde of proceeding tie Grecrans fo much afteed,that 
among them the {tate occonomicall of eucry ' mans 
prizate cauſe ſhould firlt trie him able to gouerne in 
tiecommon wealth. And :therefore it was obietedro 
Philip king of Maceaon, Wien hee would haue pacified 
the firifes in the City, thathis Councell would little 
helpe,which would ſceme to order others , when hee 
couldnot gouerne his owne at home, Youknowe it is 
a naturall propriety in God to bring things de 77fimic ad 
m!dia,cr 4 medys ad ſummumn ,andio hee exalted /oſeph, 
forhe came to be Gouernour not per (altrum, & by way 
of fauour,forhe was plac'd at the Oarec, before hee ſate 
at the Sterne; but like a Scholler in our Vniuerſities,hee 
tooke his degrees orderly,and for his ſufficiency, Firſt 
he was made a Father to Pharaoh, the Lordof all his houſe, 
and ſo a Ruler throwghoet all Egypt, Here, if I would bor- 
row alittle Geography, might fillvp another houre, if 
not exceed it,by diſcourſing how famous, fruitfull, and 
populous a Country this Egyp? was,when it began firſt 
to becalled Egypr, whetherit were a part diuerle from 
Aſia,or Africa,or whether it partakd of both z but theſe 
impertinencesarerather fic to ſtufte Comments, then 
to be diſcuſſed in Sermons, The thing which I admire,is 
that Eg ypt a place branded in holy Scripture for cruelty 
8 tyranny,the /ron fornace, the houſe of (eruitude, or bon« 
daze,ſhould neuertheleſſe recciue, and harbour Jeſeph, 
when the houſe of /4cob lay in wait to deſtroy him. The 
vncircumcis'd cſteeme him nor only worthy, but accor« 


ging to his worth aduance him to a place of eminency. 
| 2 Brethren 
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Brethren ofthe circumciſion, not onely not approne 
him,but condemne him as guilty. 

It ſcemes 7o/eph was not of that generation which 
affeeth ſingularity whole eyes are haughty, andeyes» 
lids lift vp,but he was a man of an humble, and pretious 
ſpirit,whoſe courteſie, and ſweer affability could pro- 
cure ſuch extraordinary loue , and fauourina firange 
countrey.And the Egyptians in making a ſtranger capa- 
ble of preferment amongſt them, haue taught Poſternty 
how inſome caſes we ſhould regard no» Quw,/ed Oudly, 
notſo much whence , as what they are, which Jiue 
amonegvs, Iiitbe weil wai'd,we ſhall finge this. was one 
principall meane whereby the Romane ſtate receau'd 
both continuance,and encreaſe, becauſe the people did 
ſo eaſily impart the liberties of their Citty almoſt vnto. 
all. But the deſkru&ion,and ouerthrowe of the Lacede. 
monians hence ariſed,in that they reieed thoſe they c0. 
quer'd as ſtrangers. And here,it /o/eph an Alien by birth, 
had not beene aſubordinate Xs/er in Egypt,both Egype 
and the bordering nations had periſhd. Among vs 
Chriſtians in Offices cither of Gredir, or Profit, what 
adoe there is,ifthisbe Scottr(h,this wellh, this Engliſh, 8& 
this Iknowe notwhat, when we ſhould remember thar 
we ſerue vnder the dominian of one gracious Lord, 8& 
chat thoſe natnes of diuifion are now aboliſhed, nauing 
by a happy vnion recouer'd the ancient,common name 
of all the Inhabitants within this Ile. So that ifthe coar 
of many colours be given to /o/eph before Rexbenqo the 
younger before the elder, viee ſhould nor repine at the

anne. /o{ephiaio notre eſſet inſlratio;this rare equa« 
imity and mildneſſe of /s/eph rowards his Brethren 
ſhouldbe a partrerne of imitation far intemperate ſpi- 
:1t5,and contentious diſpoſitions in digeſting inturics, 
and recompenſing good for cuill,* For whereas they 
{triprt him of his party colour'd coat , hee gauethem 
change of rayment; they ſold him for mony, & put him 

i1 their purſe,and in recompenſe of that hee would nor 

{e]l them corne,but gaue it freely,and put mony intheir 
ſlackes, They caſt him into a pit to feed him with bread, 
and water of affliion, in liew thereof he brought them 
into his owne lodging , and feaſted them ſumpruoutly. 
Thus with meckneſle, and patience hee work'd out an 

exceeding great waight ofglory. For hee was made a 
Father to Pharaoh & Lord of all bis houſe, 4 Ruler throug hy 

out ail Egypt.

ſtript him of,vyien they caſt him 1nro re pir;lie was 25 
raycdby Pharaob wit! a princely robe of fine linen. In- 
ſeed ot the fetters wherewith hee was bound in priſon, 
Pharadhpurthis ownering on hts hand, andachaine of 
Fold about his necke.[nſtced of the prifon,ar dungeon 
where hee lay , hee was ſet vpon the kings beſt Chariot 
ſaue one, and carried in great pompe throughout the 
Citty, In a word,inſteed ot his fathers houſe tro which 
hewasexild,he had dominion in all the land of Fezpr. 
So true is that ſaying of Sens, Onuanto pins torment, 
tanto pluserit elorte , the greater aifiiction a man endu- 
reth,the greater wil be his reward afterwards.But how - 
ſocucr the Lord doth not alwaies deale thus with his 
children in this life, yetin the life ro come they thall 
finde the truth,of that comfortable promile deliuer'd 
by the Apoſtle 2, Cor,g, Oar light affliction which is bat 
for 3 moment, eauſeth unto vs a farre move excellent , ana 
an eternal watcht of elory, To which glory he that deere- 
ly bought vs,bring vs for his merirs,and mercy ſake, To 
whom with the Father,and the Ho!y Ghoſt, be all power, 
might,and dominion now,and cucr. Cmcy, 
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
